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LORD  BKAVKRHROOK'S  IMPERIALISM 

It  Is  natural  that  Canadians  should  follow  with 
some  Interest  the  career  and  activities  of  Lord 
Beaverbrook,  the  Canadian-born  peer  and  news- 
paper magnate.  In  response  to  an  Invitation  from 
The  London  Spectator,  he  has  contributed  to  the 
columns  of  that  Journal  an  answer  to  the  question 
"What  8hould  We  Fight  For?"  The  question  Is 
a  definite  one.  and  Lord  Beaverbrook's  answer  is 
definite.  He  would  resort  to  war  only  in  "defence 
against  foreign  attack  of  Great  Britain,  the  Do- 
minions and  colonial  possessions  of  the  British 
Empire,  the  ocean  paths  which  unite  one  unit  of 
the  Empire  with  another,  the  routes  through  the 
air  which  complete  our  Imperial  commimicaUons 
in  the  flying  age." 

In  his  opinion,  even  If  Great  Britain  wished  to 
act  ss  policeman  of  the  world,  which  she  does  not, 
other  nations  would  not  allow  her  to  undertake 
the  Job,  because  they  are  convinced  that  Instead 
of  being  actuated  by  the  lofty  motives  that  she 
professes  she  would  pursue  a  policy  determined 
by  her  own  self- Interest.  This  conviction,  he 
thinks,  is  shared  not  only  by  European  nations, 
but  also  by  the  United  States. 

How,  in  Lord  Beaverbrook s  view,  is  Great 
Britain  to  maintain  and  defend  her  Imperial 
interests?  Ia  it  to  be  by  alliances,  or  by  the 
League  of  Nations,  or  by  the  old  system  of  the 
Balance  of  Power?  Not  by  alliances,  he  answers. 
An  alliance  with  France  would  involve  an  alliance 
and  an  alignment  with  Russia  against  the  ene- 
mies of  that  nation,  and  this  means  the  enmity 
of  Germany  and  Japan.  On  the  other  hand,  an 
alliance  with  Germany  would  antagonize  France 
and  unite  her  with  Italy,  who  has  already  been 
estranged  on  account  of  the  Ethiopian  affair. 
That  would  be  the  end  of  the  safety  of  the  Medi- 
terranean Sea  route. 

As  for  the  League  of  Nations,  Lord  Beaverbrook 
says  that  It  was  never  more  than  a  name  for  an 
alliance,  concealed  and  hypocritical,  between 
France  and  Great  Britain  for  the  coercion  of 
Oermany.  and  it  collapsed  as  soon  as  It  was  used 
for  another  purpose.  The  League  Is  in  ruins,  and 
no  attempt  should  be  made  to  rebuild  It.  "It  has 
always  been  a  danger  to  us" 

The  theory  of  the  Balance  of  Power  is  that  no 
Power  should  be  allowed  to  grow  so  strong  on  the 
continent  as  to  become  a  menace,  and  therefore 
Oreat  Britain  should  always  join  the  weaker  of 
the  two  camps  in  Europe,  and  so  bring  its  strength 
up  to  that  of  the  rival  camp.  Now  the  whole  prin- 
ciple upon  which  that  theory  was  built  has.  in  his 
opinion,  been  destroyed  by  the  developments  of 
modern  war.  which  no  longer  exalts  the  victor 
and  depresses  the  vanquished,  but  weakens  and 
demoralizes  all  alike.  Europe,  moreover,  Is  not 
now  divided  into  two  camps,  one  definitely 
stronger  than  the  other.  There  is  no  settled 
system  of  alliances  in  Europe  today.  Things  are 
in  a  state  of  flux,  and  consequently  there  Is  un- 
certainty everywhere.  The  situation  is  not  clear 
enough  to  enable  Great  Britain  to  take  a  definite 
line  In  the  sense  of  preserving  the  Balance  of 
Power.  The  advocates  of  that  principle  are.  there- 
fore, compelled  to  remain  Inactive,  and  pursue. 
In  the  meantime,  a  policy  of  isolation. 

Lord  Beaverbrook  concludes  that  the  only  policy 
is  that  which  leaves  Great  Britain  free  to  build 
up  her  own  strength  by  looking  firmly  to  her  own 
Interests,  her  own  resources,  and  her  own  strate- 
gic needs,  the  only  policy  which  leaves  her  free 
for  peaceful  enterprises  and  for  "the  Immense 
constructive  tasks  which  await  us  within  the 


MOSCOW!  FIRING  SQUAD 


Executions  are  common  In  Moscow  Thousands 
upon  thousands  have  been  put  to  death  to  "con- 
solidate" the  Soviet  regime,  for  the  Bolshevists 
believe  in  strong  measures  and  are  averse  to  any 
freedom  of  speech  that  Is  not  consonant  with 
their  political  Ideals.  The  latest  to  fall  before  a 
firing  squad  include  Messrs.  ZinoviefT  and  Kamc- 
neff.  accused  of  and  confessing  to  having  plotted 
against  M.  Stalin.  The  Soviet  regime  is  an  abso- 
lute dictatorship  tempered  by  assassination,  and 
the  fate  of  the  latest  conspirators  was  apparent 
from  the  time  they  were  arrested.  Despotism 
breeds  plotters,  and  that  is  the  reason  that  the 
firing  squad  of  Moscow  has  become  an  estab- 
lished fact  In  the  politics  of  the  country. 

The  latest  trial  of  plotters  differed  from  some 
others  of  a  similar  character  before,  as  it  was 
held  in  the  full  glare  of  publicity  That  was 
doubtless  because  the  men  confessed  to  a  desire 
to  change  the  Government  in  Russia.  Not  only 
did  they  confess,  but  they  boasted  of  their  course 
of  action.  The  advertisement  to  the  world  Is  that 
some  of  the  most  prominent  men  in  the  Bolsevlst 
movement,  and  one  who  had  been  president  of 
the  Third  Internationale,  found  themselves 
wholly  dissatisfied  with  M  Stalin  and  his  conduct 
of  the  Government  The  latest  plotters  sought  to 
establish  a  purer  form  of  Communism  They 
resented  recent  reforms  in  the  Soviet  State,  and 
have  won  thereby  obliteration  from. the  scheme  of 
things. 


care,  kindness  and  unselfishness  of  the  Navy  In 
the  way  they  treated  us.  From  the  admiral  down 
to  the  sailors  who  carried  our  bags  on  board,  and 
the  stewards  who  cooked  coffee  and  made  sand- 
wiches all  night,  everybody  slaved  for  us  all,  and 
we  must  have  made  an  Infinity  of  work  and 
trouble  and  discomfort  for  them  all.  I  have 
never  in  my  life  received  more  kind  hospitality, 
with  thought  and  organization  behind  It.  They 
all  gave  up  theirJaeds.  They  all  asked  us  If  we  had 
enough  money,  and  lent  us  money  on  grubby  bits 
Of  paper  for  I.O.U.  s—  we  were  lucky,  as  I  had  my 
cheque-book  — and  in  one  case  I  know  the  com- 
manding officer  sent  off  a  lot  of  cables  for  people 
out  of  his  own  pocket.  I  would  very  much  like 
them  to  get  a  little  public  appreciation  from  at 
least  one  unspeakably  grateful  recipient  of  every- 
thing they  gave,  which  was  not  only  the  physical 
safety  and  care,  but  the  amazing  thought  and 
kindness  behind  It  all.  I  can't  put  It  into  words, 
but  I  do  not  think  I  shall  ever  forget  it.  It  was  so 
surprising,  somehow.  I  had  expected  great  fn- 
clency  in  getting  us  off,  but  thought  there  might 
be  a  certain  amount  of  red  tape;  but  they  were 
all  like  very  old  friends  and  very  welcome  friends 
from  the  moment  we  set  foot  on  board.  And  how 
typical  It  was  that  the  British  ships  were  tied  up 
alongside  with  the  mob  on  the  quay.  The  Italian 
cruiser  had  to  lie  outside,  quite  far  away,  for  fear 
of  incidents."

This  year's  crop  In  Russia,  and  in  Siberia  as 
well,  will  be  below  the  average  of  recent  years. 
These  countries  have  suffered  from  irregular 
weather,  and  chiefly  drought,  followed  by  thun- 
derstorms and  hall,  which  have  left  a  high  pro- 
portion of  the  ears  empty.  It  is  only  in  the  North 
Caucasus  that  the  yield  will  be  average,  because 
the  period  of  drought  there  was  less  than  else- 
where. There  was  little  rain  in  South  Russia  and 
the  Ukraine.  Because  of  the  shortage  the  Govern- 
ment has  given  orders  to  the  grain  collectors  to 
secure  Its  own  compulsory  quota  immediately. 
Whatever  happens  to  the  peasants,  the  people  of 
the  cities  are  not  to  be  allowed  to  starve. 

A  broadcaster  of  Vancouver's  parade  yesterday, 
in  describing  the  float  representing  Greece,  said 
he  had  forgotten  his  ancient  history,  but  if  he 
mentioned  that  the  float  represented  the  Pa- 
renlhenon  people  would  get  an  idea  of  what  It 
was  all  about.  Some  of  them  may  have  got  the 
idea  and  others  may  have  known  better;  many, 
however,  will  think  that  there  ought  to  be  a 
school  for  broadcasting. 


S  \\  Y  S  RFSCI'E  WORK 


The  British  Navy,  as  so  often  in  the  past,  Is 
engaged  upon  a  task  of  mercy  Despite  the  danger 
of  being  subjected  to  aceidental  attack  in  Spain's 
internecine  strife,  vessels  go  to  and  fro  from  many 
ports  of  the  country,  rescuing  British  citizens  and 
doing  everything  possible  to  alleviate  their  lot 
Some  indication  of  the  nature  of  their  work  is 
given  In  a  letter  written  by  Lord  Ruthven  to  The 
London  Dally  Telegraph.  He  quotes  from  a  letter 
from  his  daughter,  who  was  resident,  with  her 
husband.

We  now  publish,  as  final  prool 
that  on  our  part  everything  has 
been  done  to  avoid  this  break  with 
him,  the  telegram  which  Dr.  Telford, 
on  his  own  responsibility,  and  with- 
out the  knowledge  of  the  executive, 
sent  to  Mr.  Connell  on  the  morning 
of  Saturday.  August  1.  and  Dr.  Tel- 
ford s  letter  to  the  executive,  handed 
in  at  noon  that  day: 

FROM  DR.  TELFORD 
Robert  Connell,  Victoria,  B.C.: 
"Feeling  very  deeply  the  respon- 
sibility regarding  the  unfortunate 
situation.  The  success  of  the  move- 
ment comes  first  with  me  and  I  have 
no  desire  to  be  a  stumbling  block. 
I  am  handing  in  my  resignation  to 
the  executive  for  their  acceptance 
and  I  will  refrain  from  further  par- 
ticipation In  the  work  of  the  move- 
ment if  they  consider  my  activities, 
personal  or  public,  detrimental  to 
the  people's  interest.  Will  such 
action  on  my  part  help  to  save  the 
situation  and  best  serve  the  interests 


choose.  Ninety  per  cent  of  this 
trouble  has  been  caused  by  Mr 
Connell's  flat  refusal  to  meet  us  at 
any  time. 

At  the  Victoria  meeting,  when  the 
press  informed  me  that  he  had  told

Champion's  Theories  on  Golf 


By  LAWSON  LITTLE 


During  the  days  of  the  hickory 
shall  and  specialized  hand-mads 
wooden  shaded  clubs,  the  good  club- 
makers  made  clubs  to  suit  the  per- 
son for  which  they  Intended  the 
clubs  The  championship  players 
usually  played  with  stiff  shafts, 
while  the  higher  handicap  golfers 
and  ladles  used  a  more  limber  shaft. 
The  reason  for  this  was  the  gen- 
erally conceded  idea  that  tourna- 
ment players  hit  the  ball  a  good 
deal  harder  than  the  average  club 


The  study  of  the  golf  swing 
through  Uie  medium  of  slow  motion 
pictures  has  brought  out  that  the 
shaft  of  the  driver  should  bend 
backward  about  nine  tnrhes  as  the 
club  comes  into  the  hitting  area 
pull  down  toward  the  ball  and 
tfie  weight  of  the  rlubhead  on  the 
lender  shaft  naturally  brings  about 
certain  amount  of  bend  The 
roblem  in  making  cluba  with  a 
ent  amount  of  bend  for  all 
of  plavers  has  been  solved 
the  advent  of  the  whippy  and 
il-whlppy  shafts. 

CU  B  BENDS  IN  RATIO 
It  stands  to  reason  that  the  har- 
der the  club  Is  swung,  the  more  it 
will  bend  Suppose  Jimmy  Thom- 
son, the  longest  dmcr  in  the  world, 
selected  a  club  with  which  to  drive 
thst  bent  about  the  regular  nine 
inches  for  some  easy  swinging,  el- 
derly club  member  The  result  would 
toe  that  the  rlubhead  would  lag  wav 
behind  the  hands,  possibly  as  much 
as  twenty  inches.  The  ball  would 
be  long  if  the  timing  were  enrrnt. 
but  the  chances  for  good  timing 
would  be  greatly  lessoned  with  such 
a  bend  in  the  shaft.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  the  elderly  grntleman  drove 
with  Jimmy's  stiff-shafted  driver  he 
could  only  bring  about  a  three  or 
four-Inch  bend  The  result  would 
be  a  ball  shorter  than  if  he  had 
played  with  a  club  having  the  right 
amount  of  "kick"  in  tbe  shaft  for 
him 

HANDK  tPI  iUOOBU  >II\KT 
— The"  question  of  limber  shafts  vs. 
stiff  shafts  has  come  up  a  number 
of  times,  lately  during  some  of  my 
exhibition  matches  Practically  all 
of  the  golfers  today  care  more  about 
a  long  drive  than  a  long  putt  -  the 
drive  Is  more  sensational,  although 
It  Is  only  a  very  small  department 
of  the  game.  If  a  player  la  using  s 


club  that  hasn't  the  right  amount  of 
"feel"  or  whip  in  the  shaft,  he  will 
have  to  fight  his  game  to  get  good 
results  When  the  question  is  put  to 
me  directly— what  do  I  think  of 
limber  shafts,  or  do  I  use  limber 
shafts?— I  try  to  explain  that  limber 
shafts  do  not  fit  my  game.  I  am  a 
hard  hitter,  and  the  clubhead  would 
lag  too  far  behind  my  hands  Also 
players  who  have  to  play  In  all  sort/ 
of  weather  such  as  high  winds  would 
find  the  limber  shafts  would  breed 
Inconsistency,  because  the  shaft 
would  not  be  firm  enough  to  keep 
the  elubface  square  to  the  ball— a 
gust  of  wind  plus  the  average 
plaveTS  power  can  bend  a  limber 
shaft  when  it  Is  bring  swung  as  much 
as  the  tournament  plavers  swing 

Frequently  the  average  club  plav- 
er  admires  the  clubs  used  by  his 
professional,  so  he  orders  a  set  Just 
like  them  He  should  be  careful  to 
make  sure  that  the  clubs  conform 
to  the  specifications  that  suit  him 
and  not  the  belter  player 

As  I  have  said  before,  but  prob- 
abl  have  not  stressed  its  Importance 
enough.  Ij  the  single  hint  for  to- 
day: Be  sure  to  have  a  moderately 
slow  backswing  with  a  slight  pause 
at  the  top  before  starting  the  down- 
swing This  little  pause  will  Iron 
out  many  wrinkles  In  the  swing  and 
l>ut  one  In  a  poised  position  ready 
to  deliver  a  powerful  blow  to  the 
ball

The  figures  for  last  month 
are  well  below  the  exceptionally 
high  total  of  1,130  aided  in  March. 
1933.    The  June  total  was  849. 

In  the  single  division,  a  reduction 
of  six  was  seen  In  the  male  section 
from  July.  1935.  but  the  number  of 
women  increased  from  142  in  July, 
1935,  to  153  last  month. 

COSTS  NOT  down 

Despite  tlvo  decrease  in  total v  ihc

VANCOUVER.  Aug  2«  CF —Ca- 
nadian ahould  get  rid  of  their 
superiority  complex  of  country,  and 
would  do  well  to  emulate  United 
States  in  the  sending  of  supervised 
groups  of  young  people  to  study  the 
accomplishments  of  other  countries, 
said»Mrs.  J.  D.  Oordon,  Victoria,  to- 
day in  her  presidential  address  at 
the  fourth  biennial  convention  of 
British  Columbia  Women's  Institute. 

"All  this  would  make  for  a 
greater  international  understand- 
ing," she  said. 

PLEADS  FOR  CO-OPERATION 
Mrs.  Gordon  made  a.  plea  for 
more  co-operation  and  kindness  to- 
ward young  inexperienced  teachers 
who  took  their  first  Bchoola  in 
rural  districts.  In  this  connection 
school  inspectors  came  in  for  some 
criticism— "too  often  a  destructive 
criticism  can  utterly  damn  a  teach- 
er, who  otherwise,  with  kindly  in- 
struction, would  evolve  into  a  very 
fine  teacher."  

She  gave  the  opinion  that  more 
attention  should  be  given  to  sports 
at  school,  as  these  developed  the 
characteristics  ot  fair  play,  honor, 

being   more   important  than 
demic  training. 


8he  commended  the  Government 
service  given  to  country  fairs— es- 
pecially those  departments  concern- 
ing mens  work;  but  deplored  the 
lack  of  trained  women  Judges  for 
women's  work. 

8he  protested  against  the  large 
sums  of  money  donated  by  women's 
institutes  to  other  organizations 
over  which  they  had  no  control.  In 
two  years  the  Women's  Institute  of 
Canada  had  given  approximately 
$286,000  to  other  associations.  She 
urged  that  delegates  see  that  their 
own  branch  and  provincial  work 
was  financed  more  soundly  before 
giving  to  other  causes.  Women's  in- 
stitutes were  not  money-making 
groups,  she  declared. 

She  pointed  out  the  disadvan- 
tages of  officers  remaining  too  long 
In  office  and  also  of  the  perennial 
delegate  Many  women  were  capa- 
ble of  being  excellent  officers  if  only 
given  a  chance.

Nothing  is  known  about  the 
wreck's  history.  Its  age,  estimated 
at  anywhere  between  300  and  400 
years.

Only 
a  portion  of  the  hulk  is  visible  at 
low  tide,  with  the  rest  burled  In 
sand. 

RIBS  ARF  OF  OAK 

The  hull  Is  believed  to  be  some 
100  feet  long  Rlhs  seen  during  low 
tides  are  of  oak  and  pegged  with  no 
sign  of  spikes  or  nails  At  high  tide 
the  wreck  U  under  twenty  feet  of 
water. 

Indication*  point  to  the  mystery 
ship  having  been  burned.  The 
an  inlet,  was  filled  by 
in  course  of  time,  according  to 
tradition.

A  theory  that  the  vessel  was  one 
of  a  French  fleet  which  failed  to 
recapture  Quebec  In  1760  was  dis- 
counted because  the  hulk  Is  unlike 
a  warship  of  that  time.

Many  ghostly  tale*  have  been  told 
regarding  the  vessel's  complement. 
One  Trench  resident  of  the  village 
summed  it  up  this  way:  "Dey've 
seen  hades  on  dat  beach  when  ze 
wavea  were  poundln'  dose  old  ribs  " 
A  favorite  story  is  told  by  an  old 
villager,  who  said  he  ventured  down 
to  the  deaolat*  beach  one  night  and 
saw  a  phosphorescent  man  standing 
amid  the  gaping  ribs  with  his  arms 
lifted  toward  the  sky  as  If  In  prayer. 
The  most  peculiar  thing  was  that 
the  figure  had  no  head,  apparent.lv 
having  be*n  decapitated  In  some 
fight  of  the  dim  past.

When  insurance  ngures  definitely 
show  that  in  North  America  about 
two  in  every  five  of  the  adult  popu- 
lation are  overweight  and  that  over- 
weight Is  a  handicap  to  good  health, 

it  is  only  natural  that  trying  to  pre-  I 
vent  and  reduce  the  overweight  con-  1 

dition  ahould  be  a  matter  of  impor-  I 
tance  to  a  great  many  people. 

Practically  every  overweight  knows  | 
that  the  proper  and  scientific  way  to 
reduce  weight  is  to  eat  leas  food  and 
do  more  work.  This  simple  method 
gives  in  return  for  the  fat  lost  real 
healthy  or  vigorous  muscle  tissue, 
which  not  only  gives  strength  of 
body,  but  actually  lnvltea  work  or 
exercise,  thus  gvlng  further 
strength. 

However,  those  of  normal  weight 
cannot  grtarp  what  cutting  down  on 


50  per  cent  more  work  than  when 
this  walking  or  running  is  done  by 
one  of  normal  weight 

%  Thus,  to  those  of  us  of  normal 
weight.  If  we  wish  to  eat  an  extra 
slice  of  bread,  an  extra  square  of  but- 
ter or  a  second  dessert,  we  don't  give 
this  extra  food  a  second  thought.  To 
those  who  are  overweight  it  means 
Just  that  much  extra  fat  added  to 
their  weight. 

Of  course,  there  are  those  who 
cannot  take  this  exercise  for  varloua 
reasons,  but  every  overweight  can 
reduce  his  or  her  food  intake,  and 
every  one  of  these  will  continue  to 
reduce  weight  gradually  for  a  num- 
ber of  months,  the  rate  of  loss  being 
In  proportion  to  the  amount  by 
which  they  reduce  their  food  Intake. 

However  food  can  only  be  reduced 
to  a  certain  poim.  and  only  for  a

Now  the  length  of  time  that  la 
taken  to  get  to  the  point  where  there 
Ls  no  further  weight  loss  on  the  re- 
duced diet  may  take  six,  nine,  twelve 
or  even  eighteen  months  The 
length  of  time  varlea  according  to  the 
rate  which  the  physician  considers 
safe  for  the  individual,  and  also  the 
rate  varies  with  different  Individuals. 

The  average  weight  lose  when  re- 
duction of  food  la  the  only  method  ls 
from  two  to  three  pound*  per  month, 
and  the  average  length  of  time  taken 
to  reach  the  point  where  there  is  no 
further  loss  of  weight  from  dieting 
Is  usually  about  five  or  six  months 
Drs  Leona  M.  Bayer  and  H.  Oray. 
in  The  American  Journal  of  Medical 
Sctenee  report  the  methods  used  In 
106  unselected  overweight  patients 
treated  in  an  outpatient  clinic  "  One 
hundred  were  treated  "by  diet  alone 
at  first.  Then  fifty-one  were  given 
thyroid  treatment  and  twenty-three 
dlnitrophenol.  Better  weight  losses 
would  have  been  achieved  If  the  pa- 
tients had  cut  down  more  conscien- 
tiously on  their  food,  but,  of  course, 
when  the  patients  only  report  once  a 
week  or  once  a  month,  this  is  to  be 
ex  peered.  The  results  accomplished 
•how  that  diet  alone  will  tare  off  an 
average  of  fifteen  pounds  In  less 
than  three  and  one-half  monfhs 
When  dieting  fails  rr»  ge*  resul's 

or  dlxutro-, 


phenol  appears  to  be  effective  In 
causing  a  further  loaa  in  weight." 

When  there  was  no  loss  shown  for 
a  whole  month,  the  patient  contin- 
ued for  one  more  month  on  the  re- 
duced diet  If  at  the  end  of  this 
time  <two  whole  months*  there  had 
been  no  loss  of  weight,  then  thyroid 
extract  was  given  as  long.as  the  pa- 
tient, continued  to  lose  weight  When 
the  weight  remained  the  same,  then 
dlnitrophenol  was  used  until  there 
was  no  further  loss;  at  which  time. 
It  was  felt  that  the  limit  of  the  re- 
duction In  weight  had  been  reached. 

It  was  found  that  when  twenty 
pounds  had  been  lost,  by  diet  alone, 
another  five  or  six  pounds  could  be 
taken  off  by  the  use  of  thyroid  ex- 
tract or  dlnitrophenol 

While  these  figures  show  that  thy- 
roid and  dlnitrophenol  can  reduce 
weight  past  the  poinr  reached  by 
diet,  alone,  there  Is  always  danger 
when  drugs  are  used

The  Japan's  best  time  was  made  In 
April,  1931.  when,  with  the  King  of 
Siam  aboard,  she  crossed  from  Yo- 
kohama to  Victoria  in  seven  days, 
twenty  hours  and  sixteen  minutes. 
On  that  passage  the  liner  was  com- 
manded by  Captain  Samuel  Robin- 
son. The  Japan  also  holds  the  rec- 
ord between  Yokohama  and  Hono- 
lulu, and  between  Honolulu  and  Vic- 
toria.

As  .shown  by  unrevLaed  monthly 
reports,  decreases  outweighed  in- 
crease's'"  in  Canada  s  sea  fisheries 
catches  in  June  as  compared  with 
landings  in  June,  1935.  and  the  net 
result  was  that  there  was  a  drop 
both  in  total  catch  and  in  total 
inded  value— a  substantial  decrease 
in  the  one  case  but  only  a  small  de- 
cline in  the  other. 

There  was  some  gain  on  each  side 
of  the  account  so  far  as  results  of 
British  Columbia  operations  were 
concerned,  but  the.se  gains  were 
more  than  balanced  by  decreases  In 
the  Atlantic  Coast  area. 

Approximate  total  landings  for  the 
month,  as  calculated  Irom  the  un: 
revised  returns,  were  665,000  hun- 
dredweights, or  109.000  hundred- 
weights less  than  the  quantity 
shown  by  the  monthly  reports  for 
|  June  last  year.  The  value  of  the 
fish  and  shellfish  to  the  fishermen, 
ns  landed,  was  a  little  under  1 1.942. - 
000.  a  decrease  of  about  $14,750. 
CATCH  IN  B.C. 
British  Columbia  catch,  roundly 
stated,  was  79.900  hundredweight, 
which  exceeded  the  previous  June's 
figures  by  more  than  14.200  hun- 
dredweight, and  its  landed  value 
was  $445,000,  a  gain  of  approximate- 
ly $103,900.  In  the  four  Atlantic 
provinces  the  catch  totaled  slightly 
more  than  585.000  hundredweight, 
and  its  value  as  landed  by  over  120.- 
000  hundredweight  and  value  by 
something  more  than  $118,500. 

Pacific  Coast  halibut  and  salmon 
production  increased  and  landed 
value  rose  with  the  catch  gains.  In 
the  case  of  the  salmon  fishery  the 
Increases  were  relatively  quite  large.

Ere  the  Autumn  leaves  begin  to 
fall  the  curtain  wlli  be  raided  on 
all  the  English  League  football 
grounds  on  Saturday.  England  fol- 
lows Scotland  and  Ireland  in  that 
order,  and  it  will  prove  a  Joyful  day 
for  the  supporters  of  this  popular 
game.  Eighty-eight  clubs  will  enter 
into  competition  in  four  divisions  for 
the  ultimate  success  which  each  sea- 
son has  in  store  for  them.  English 
Cup  honors  are.  of  course,  the  am- 
bition of  all,  but  there  is  only  one 
cup  and  only  one  team  can  get  it. 
Little  removed  from  this  glory  is 
the  championship  of  each  division 
and  the  promotion  which  goes  with 
it  When  the  curtain  rings  down 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  It  Is 
certain  there  will  be  a  champion  of 
each  division  while  others  will  be  in 
the  grip  of  relentless  fate. 

THE  INEVITABLE 

The  first  dlvsion  will  open  iU 
srhedule  as  it.  has  never  opened  be- 
fore—without the  presence  of  either 
A-ston  Villa  or  Blackburn  Ro\rrs 
Season  after  season  one  or  other  of 
;lic  i^iive  original  iiieiiibers  have 
fallen  by  the  wayside  and  now  the 
last  pair  have  Joined  the  second  divi- 
sion. Through  all  those  long  set- 
sons  these  two  famous  teams  have 
been  brothers  in  success— now  they 
are  undivided  in  relegation.  Both  of 
them  have  had  close  calls  In  1890 
Aston  Villa  was  re-elect**d  to  the 
first  division  without  going  to  the 
vote,  and  the  extension  of  the  com- 
petition in  1898  saved  Blackburn 
Rovers  from  relegation. 

RETROGRESSION  SE \I.EI> 

Last  season  the  league  provided 
many  sensations,  chief  among  which 
was  the  sad  and  unexpected  down- 
fall of  Aston  Villa  against  Blackburn 
Rovers.  This  game  condemned  them 
definitely  to  second  division  status 
this  season.  It  was  a  brave  wind- 
up  for  the  Rovers,  whose  fate  at 
that  time  was  already  sealed,  but 
how  ironic  to  think  that  it  should 
be  their  part  to  seal  the  fate  of  their 
confreres — Aston  Villa.  The  latter 
team's  desperate  struggle  to  escape 


I  relegation— a  struggle  which  thrilled 
the  whole  football  world  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  season— ended 
in  almobt  pitiful  anti-climax  before 
their  own  supporters  at  Villa  Park. 
They  were  beaten  by  four  goals  to 
two  by  their  companions  tn  adver- 
sity— Blacksburn  Rovers.

GOLF  FACTS 

NOT  THEORIES

Alex  Morrison  says: 

When  looking  for  the  cause  oi 
l>oor  control  over  the  club  yot 
should  check  up  on  your  thumb* 
'  It  ts  wrong  to  exert  any  preKsurtt 
against  the  shaft  with  either  thumb, 
and  particularly  harmful  to  crook 
the  right  thumb  in  so  doing 

Many  players  have  a  habit  of 
bending  the  thumb  ao  that  the  nail 
of  the  finger  presses  against  the 
grip. 

This  ls  part  of  a  putting  grip  that 
had  its  vogue  some  years  ago.  These 
same  players  haven't  discovered 
this  fault  as  a  hangover  from  the 
once  popular  putting  grip. 

Crooking  the  thumb  in  this  wav 
and  pressing  against  the  shaft  lock* 
the  right  wrtst  so  that  the  hand 
Invariably  rolls  forward  before  It 
should.  In  other  word*  the  right 
hand  jabs  the  club  at  the  ball.  In 
most  cases  with  the  clubfsce  closed 
so  that  the  shot  Is  smothered 

The  thumb  should  be  straight  and 
fully  extended,  exerting  only 
enough  pressure  to  keep  tlie  shaft 
in  position  between  the  end  of  the 
thumb  and  the  forefinger.

ONTARIO  USING 
TRAFFIC  ROBOT 

Highways  Department  Ex- 
periments With  New 
Safety  Device 

TORONTO  OX  -  Motorists  and 
street  car  riders  who  become  an- 
noyed at  "hitting"  a  red  light  when 
there  is  no  cross-street  traffic  near 
an  intersection  and  who  feel  this  Is 
an  unnecessary  waste  of  time,  will 
shortly  have  this  source  of  annoy- 
ance removed  oy  a  new  robot  sys- 
tem. According  to  tests,  this  device 
reduces  accidents,  facilitates  traffic 
flow  and  lessens  municipal  cost  of 
traffic  control 

SAFETY   M EAST RE 

This  new  traffic-actuated  control 
system  has  been  adopted  by  the  De- 
partment of  Highways  for  Ontario 
and  its  use  will  be  standardized 
throughout  the  province  at  heavy 
intersections,  traffic  experts  state, 
as  an  important  step  in  the  depart- 
ment's new  highway  safety  pro- 
gramme. 

The  first  installation  has  gone 
into  operation  at  Niagara  FalLs.  at  i 
the  Bridge  and  Victoria  intersec- 
tion, believed  one  of  the  most  dan- 
gerous in  Canada  It  presents  a 
network  of  railway  and  street  car 
tracks  as  well  as  two  intersecting 
highways  that  are  thoroughfares 
for  a  heavy  flow  of  tourist  motor 
traffic  to  and  from  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  This  robot  system 
is  also  being  installed  near  Stoney 
Creek,  where  No.  8  and  20  provin- 
cial highways  cross;  and  on  Yonge 
Street,  near  Newmarket.  Ont.  Test 
installations  are  also  being  made  at 
Ottawa  and  Winnipeg. 

■AT  NO  DELA1 1 

While  the  signal  light  system,  at 
pre.sent  in  general  use.  changes  the 
stop  and  go  lights  on  a  fixed  time 
schedule,  this  new  robot  system  has 
the  passage  of  the  vehicles  actuat- 
ing the  signal  lights.  Waits  for  the 
green  light  at  Intersections  where 
there  is  irregularity  in  traffic  flow 
will  now  be  obviated  for  cross  traf- 
fic when  there  is  a  break  in  the 
opposing  flow  of  vehicles.  The  In- 
tersection will  thus  be  in  constant 
use  when  traffic  offers,  and  there 
will  be  no  lrrltaMng  delays  for  the 
main  stream  of  traffic  when  there  is 
no  cross  street  traffic  In  sight  or  the 
number  of  vehicles  Is  slight. 
WAIT  FOR  BREAKS 

When  the  car  crows  over  the 
traffic  detectors,  placed'  flush  with 
the  highwav  surface  well  back  from 
the  signal-equipped  intersection,  it 
establishes  a  contact  with  the  con- 
trol mechanism  and  assigns  the 
right  of  wav  by  means  of  the  stand- 
ard traffic  signals— green,  amber 
and  red  Safetv  and  time-saving 
factors  are  particularly  noticeable, 
where  there  is  a  marked  Irregular- 
ity In  traffic  volume  Cars  ap- 
proaching a  red  light  are  given  the 
right  of  way  immediately  unless 
traffic  on  the  other  thorouchfare  is 
using  the  intersection  The  wait- 
ing cars  receive  the  right  of  nay  at 
the  first  break  in  the  opposing 
traffic,  and  the  right  of  way  reverts 
at  the  first  opportunity  to  the 
thoroughfare  on  which  the  con- 
tinuous traffic  was  Interrupted.
